The action of the United States 


is a forerunner of a more

The gravity of the situation

July 30.—Charles Becker was 
put 


to death in the electric chair here 
this morning for tiie killing of Her- 
man Rohentlial, the New York gamb- 
ler.

and protested his innocence to the 
last. 
He went to his deatli with a 


photograph of his wife pinned on his 
shirt- over IIIN heart.

5:55 o'clock. 


Hecker led the way to his own ev- 


edition. The condemned man sat up 
all night on the edge of his cot, 
calmly talking to Deputy Warden 
Charles H. John.son.

Japanese Cabinet Resigns; 


Result of Bribery Scandals 


Involving ttembers of Diet

Tokio, July 
30.—The Japanese 


cabinet, headed by Count Okuma, afr 
premier, has tendered its resignation 
to Emperor Yoshihito. This action, 
following the resignation yesterday 
of Viscount Kanetake Oura, minist- 
er of the interior, .following an in- 
vestigation by the ministry of justice 
into bribery charges resulting from 
the 
parliamentary 
elections 
last 


March. Viscount Oura's resignation 
was sanctioned by the emperor after 
a report on the situation had been 
made to him by Count Okuma. 


Several members and former mem- 


bers of the imperial 'Diet are involv- 
ed in the bribery investigation. K. 
Hayshayda, who had been chief sec- 
retary of the lower house for twen- 
ty years, was arrested Wednesday in 
connection with the charge against 
Viscount Oura who was alleged to 
have received a gift of $5000. 


Premier 
Okuma, believing 
he 


should hold himself responsible for 
the acts of the members of his cab- 
inet, was the first to tender his resig- 
nation. The other ministers immedi- 
ately decided to follow the example 
of their chief. 


After receiving Count Okumft, the 


emperor summoned the elder states- 
men .for a conference. A cabinet 
change at this 
time is unpopular 


with the public because of the war. 


Two cases have been mentioned as 


responsible for the crisis. The first 
was the statement that 10,000 yea 
($5000) had been offered Viscount 
Oura by a candidate tor the house «* 
the price for keeping a Ttral condi- 
date -out of the field. The minister 
of the interior denied having'accept- 
ed this bribe, but K. Hayashida, chieC 
secretary of the lower boose who 
was ftrrested Wednesday has bent 
quoted as admitting rtwelvtng the) 
money and distributing It tor cam- 
paign purposes. 


The second case involve* two rep- 


resentatives charged with accepting 
bribes to desert the Seiyirtca, or Con- 
servative party, and support the gov- 
ernment in its campaign for an in- 
creased army.

"Few schools now rely 
entirely 


upon examinations as a test for pro- 
motion," declares W. S. Deffenbaugh, 
chief of the division of school ad- 
ministration of the United 
States 


bureau of education, in his annual 
review of school conditions in 
the 


smaller cities. 


"In some schools examinations are 


made to count one-half, while 
in 


others they count only one-fourth. It 
is now- recognized that examinations 
are not true tests of the pupil's abil- 
ity to do the next grade's work and 
that a pupil should not oe promoted 
on what he knows, but on what he 
can do. 
Of 756 superintendents in 


the smaller cities reporting, 669 say 
that they are now depending on ex- 
aminations much less 
than form- 


erly." 


How pupils shall be classified so 


that they may advance through the 
grades without loss of time is 
a 


question that is continually pre- 
senting itself to thoughtful superin- 
tendents, according to Mr. 
Deflen- 


baugb., and some cities 
are under- 


'taking special experiments in 
this 


field. 


In 
Carthage, N. Y., all 
those 


children who can not read are start- 
ed on their educational journey in 
much the same way. Gradually they 
are re-grouped into three divisions: 
The first, composed of the most ma- 
ture and most capable, completes a 
certain amount of work in one year; 
the next group is given one and one- 
half years in which to accomplish 
the same amount, and the third two 
years. 
Before the close of the first 


year each of the three groups is like- 
ly to be divided again into the high- 
er and lower. 
Therefore each pupil 


who enters in the 
fall 
with 
no 


knowledge of the books before him 
has the possibility of being in any 
one of six groups before the close of 
the first year. 
There is a special 


teacher in the lower grades who de- 
votes her entire time to misfits — 
those pupils who for some reason or 
other can not do all of their work 
to the best advantage in any one of 
the regular groups.

teacher 


coaxes backward pupils and 
helps 


the brilliant ones to jump to 
the 


next division. 


In East Chicago, Ind., a child is 


promoted at any time the teacher

even if the grades are low.

I'Jditor Advocate: 


On July 27, we made a tour of the 


Marietta trucking section in Wash- 
ington County. 
The 
climatic con- 


ditions early were cool and dry, un- 
favorable to an early growth of inost 
plants, but cabbage grew well and we 
saw acres and acres of cabbage, 
thousands and 
thousands 
of 
fine 


heads, weighing from eight to ten 
Ihx, that for want 
of 
a 
market, 


were rotting on the land; the whole- 
sale price hardly paying for harvest- 
ing and crating. 


The market for tomatoes has been 


better but a 
disease 
is rampant 


among toanatoeos and cucumbers. As 
I stood looking at a large field that 
at a little distance looked like a lot 
of stakes stuck in the ground,'the 
tomato vines being practically dead 
from bottom to top. I tried to pro- 
nounce the technical name 
of 
the 


disease and this word came to me 
"Furious" and I thought that would 
express what the disease really is. 


The "furious" wilt or blight ap- 


parently begins about the time1, the 
first tomatoes begin to ripen. First 
indications are the wilting and dy- 
ing of the lower leaves gradually ex- 
tending up the plant . This season 
ki'Mns; the entire plant 
in 
about 


three weeks. 


At the experimental 
truck patch 


they 
have 
been 
spraying 
with 


bordeaux mixture and 
delayed 
the 


disease until the bulk of 
the crop 


has been harvested. 
Apparently the 


disease is not starting so soon on 
some plots as others and it would 
seem that methods of fertilizing may 
have some effect 
in 
delaying 
the 


disease than others. 


Three lines of work seem to offer 


some h"pe; selection of disease re- 
sistant plants, methods of fertiliza- 
tion and spraying. Last year it was 
thought that rotation of crops might 
be a source of relief but on the ex- 
periment farm at Fleming on land 
where tomatoes were never known to 
be grown until this year the wilt is 
starting all right. 


We have seasons that are favor- 


able to the growth of certain crops 
and to the spread of certain diseases 
and it ijould seem that seasons offect 
the appetite or tastes of people. This 
year w e have a great crop of cabbage 
but noboddy seems to care for it. I 
do not know but "what it would be 
well to make some investigations in 
controlling the appetite of people so 
that in season of great abundance of 
some crop we might Y>e able to cause 
a great consumption of that crop. 


The rainfall has not been as great 


in southeastern Ohio as in. central 
and northern Ohio and the corn in 
the Ohio river bottoms is very, very 
fine. 
They are growing

many cow peas 
in this section, 


primarly for the improvement of the 
land and secondarily for a hay crop. 
We think the soy bean much the bet- 
ter of the two plants and have out 
quite an acreage on the Washington 
County Experienment Farm and the 
beans are doing fine.

"1 made my first inspection of the 


Eastland at Grand Haven, Mich., in 
June, 1914, just after her 
return 


from* Cleveland, where she had been 
for several years. At that 
time 
I 


knew no 
members 
of the 
owning 


company except George T. Arnold, 
the president. 
He was a personal 


acquaintance. 
The boat was taken 


to Bentou Harbor, Mich., 
and 
In- 


spector C. C. Eckliff and I inspected 
her there June 16, 1914. 
At

time I found the general condition of 
the steamer and her life apparatus 
good. J gave her a capacity of 2,- 
045."in determining her capacity, 
I 


considered the life saving apparatus 
and did1 not take into consideration 
the deck space, though it was the 
general practice to do so.
